THE DEPUTATION TO LORD DERBY, 


The fact that Lord Derby received a deputation of the Anglo-Jewish — 


Association for the presentation of the Memorial of ‘the international Jewish 


Conference, received it so cordially, and spoke in such encouraging terme, 


augurs well for the success of the measure. Of course, a minister with such 
responsibilities as rest upon his shoulders must express himself with caution ; 
and we all know the difficulties to deal with governments 80 obstinate and 


fanatic as those of the Danubian Principalities. The hackneyed saying of the 


horse taken to the pond may once more be verified. But even if there were no 
means to bring these .demented people to thcir senses, the exertions put forth 
in the matter by the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Association would not be so 
much labour lost. The unqualified condemnation which these religious persecu- 


tions have elicited from the Foreign Secretary, and the echo which it has found 


in the general Press, would amply repay these exertions. Sooner or later, the 
voice of justice must be heard at the Lower Danube, even as it has been heard 


all over the civilised world, Russia and Spain excepted. There was especially 


in the speech of Lord Derby a remark which deserves the particular attention of 


the Jewish community. It is the advice which he has given them to depend 
more upon the powerful inflnetce of public opinion than upon that of Govern 
ments. Let the community take this alvice to'heart. The time, in the opinion 


of the enlightened and benevolent minister is gone by when a Jew should cal- 


lously listen to the insults and slanders heaped upon his race or faith Ly 


ignorance, or, still worse, by fanaticism. Such slanders when spread systemati- | 


cally and persistently are generally the forerunners of p:rsecution, or the excuse 
for those inflicted. It is a sad mistake to disregard them where they can either be 
chécked by the hand of the law, or neutralised by refutation, The mass does 
not reason. It simply accepts what is offered to it, especially when offered by 
those whom it is trained to regard with veneration. Qbeta principiis is as 


applicable to attacks of this kind as it is to attacks of disease. It was sad 


enough in former times when a Jew was not a'lowed to defend himself, or as 


was the case some years ago in Servia, when the Governinent forbade the papers” 


to publish any defence from the Jews, while it permitted the press to slander them 
in the most outrageous manner, and, as is unfortunately the case to this day in 
Roumavia, where the more influential portion of the Press unblushingly dissemi- 
nates the most atrocious calumnies against them, and then with refined cruelty 
refuses to accept from them a reply, however modcrate the terms in which it is 


- couched. On the continent, the necessity of such self defence, which, in other 


words, means an appeal to enlightened public opinion, begins to be understood 
by the Jewish body ; and only very lately, the circulation of a most slanderous 
pamphlet, intended to rouse the mass against the Jews, has been forbidden by 
the Hungarian Government, of course, at the instance of the Jews; while in 
Prussia, a paper which copied some of these insults and slanders was called to 
an account in a court of law by a Jewish body, and, upon a solemn declaration 
by the Reverend Rabbi Joel of Breslau that the statements rested upon passages 
in the Talmud, either misunderstood, mistranslated, or garbled, was condem ned 
to a fine, and its editor to imprisonment. |

He would be a bold man that should venture to predict the fate of this consti- 
ution. It may prove a promise written on sand, effaced by the next tide ; orit may 
turn outa pledge hewnin the rock braving the hand of time. In either case it is the 
most courageous attempt ever made to reform Islam, and to yive the lie to those 
who deny its improvability. But whether a blind to Europe and a shain to the 
Osmanlis, or a stern reality and a workable institution, the very remarkable fact 
remains that the most backward and the most barbarous people in Europe has 
received, proprio motu, from its sovereign one of the freest constitutions in the 
World ; that this absolute sovereign has voluntarily sacrificed on the altar of 
patriotism the highest and dearest prerogative of an autocrat, and what is more, 


has consecrated the secular pledge of the sovereign by the inviolable troth of 
| the Caliph. This is more than any other European sovereign has ever done ; 


none of whom has, of his own accord, made such a sacrifice until compelled by 


dire necessity. This is moro than what his implacable enemy the Muscovite 


Emperor has yet dared to do, who now clutches more desperately at despotic 


power than he did at the commencement of his reign. That the author Of this 
Constitution is in earnest no one acquainted with his antecedents will deny 


Midhat Pasha has, throughout his lengthy career, proved ‘a capable aud 
enlightened governor, who made two blades of grass grow when he found one 


wherever he set his foot, contrary to the accepted saying about Turks.

with each other to win his favor. In practice, however, things, unfortunately, 
sometimes turn out quite differently. Take, for instance, Galicia. Here are, 
not as in Turkey a dozen races and a seore of religions, but only three races and- 
as many religions, These are the Poles, who are Roman Catholics ; the Ruthenes, 
who follow the Greek Church ; and, lastly, the Jews. The former two being alx ut 
equal in number, it is the vote of the latter which frequently inclines the balance. 
Now, one would have thought that the latter would be courted by both parties. 
Far from it. They are more frequently threatened and terrorised for the purpose 
of extorting from their fears what cannot be obtained from their love. And 
when the Jews have given their vote, the losing party resents the Jewish oppo- 
sition by the thousand means of social persecutions, of legal vexations and 
chicaneries, which are always at the command of a spitefal majority ; while the — 
winning party shows but little gratitude for the victory obtained for them. Nor are 


| they allowed toremain neutral in contests, as they would then bring upon themselves 


the revenge of both parties. Nor are the Jews elected to so many offices as they 
are entitled to from their numbers, for the opponents are always zealous enough to 
outvote Inkewarm friends. The franchise thus conferred on the Jews in Galicia 
is therefore a doubtful boon, at all events it has not been productive to them of 
all the benefits which were expected from it. Will this also be the cause in 


Turkey? It may there turn out quite differently. Contests there may have more 


analogy to those in our country in places in which there is a large Roman Catholic 


‘minority. In England, we believe there. is not a single constituency that 


has returned a Roman Catholic, The Protestant voters, in such cases, rather 
than return a Roman Catholic, vote for a Jewish candidate, if such one-is in the 
field; while the Roman Catholic minority would rather see itself represented by a 
Jew than the still more disliked Protestant. The Jew isthus enabled, with the consent 
of both parties, to carry off the prize. Some such thing might also occur in Turkey 
among constituencies much more split up by religion and by race. Their dislike to 
each other might outweigh their aversion to the Jewish candidate, and he might 
thus obtain the prize as a middle term, or perhaps rather as the least dangerous 
and the least liable to suspicion. All this may depend on scores of circum- 


stances and consurrence of motives each so slight in itself as to be inappreciable 


but yet in the aggregate powerful enough to produce a perceptible effect. Time, 
and time alone, will teach, Meanwhile educatlon has become more than ever an 
urgent necessity for the Eastern Jews, It is quite evident that men of educatiin 
will be in special demand, and the population that has most of them is most 
likely to carry off the lion’s share of the good things which Tu:key may have to 
give in the shape of offices. This should be pointed out in a special circular from 


the Universal Israeclitish Alliance and the Anglo-Jewish Association to all the 


Eastern Jewish communities, and the necessity of a sound secular education for 
their children pressed upon them.

Throughout Australia marriage with a deceased wife’s sister is now 
legal. When will the mother country remove the ban from these unions? 
Neitl-er morality nor religion has anything to urge against them, yet the legis- 


- lature insists upon forbidding what God never prohibited, and in what man has 


no right to interfere. It is surprising to see how religious bodies frequently 
attach themselves by way of preference to some single scriptural passage, very 
often of quite secondary importance, not rarely misinterpreted and misunderstood, 
dwell upon it, magnify it, broaden and deepen it, until it occupies in their 
spiritual domain an infinitely larger extent of ground than is due to it from the 
position it holds in the Bible; allows it to cover over, and thus to obscure a num- 
ber of other much more’ important texts, as though to make atonement 
by it for the transgression of other laws of the utmost gravity. Thus, for 
instance, the Roman Catholic unhesitatingly and flagrantly violates the second 
Commandment, nay, all but effaces it from the Decalogue, makes himself images 
bows down to them and prays to them, and by some hairsplitting distinction 
between adoration and worship, veneration and serving of which neither Moses, 
the prophets, nor the apostles knew anything, thinks he is justified in turning 


| his church into a pantheon where he has all the heathen gods by Christian names, — 
Yet the same Roman Catholic lays hold of some other text, such for instance as, 


“ Let man not put asunder what God has joined,” gives it an unnatural exten- 
sion, while at the same time raisiug it to a high pinnacle, and in virtue of it, | 
inflicts unspeakable misery on thousands of human beings. Take again the 


‘Greek Ghurch. It lays hold among other still slighter differences on a theological 
formula which no human beiug ever understood, and which never will or can 


convey sense to any rational being, and builds upon it a schism which has rent 
the Christian world into twain and perpetuated between the two parties that — 
implacable hatred which has robbed the civilised world of Constantinople, and — 


| has been one of the principle causes which have enabled the Mahometans to 


tae root in Europe, and have thus brought on the Eastern Question, the evil 
genius of Europe and Asia, Roman Catholic and Greek Catholic have argued — 
with the gravest acrimony whether the Holy Ghost proceeds from the Father 
and Son or from the Father alone; have excommunicated each other foy 
differing on this knotly point—which, to those standing outside these churches, 


| sounds just the same as a dispute about the difference between tweddledom and 


tweedledee—have persecuted each other with bitter hatred, and not rarely flown © 
at each other's throat. Yet the same Greek Church makes more than 
light of the second commandment. Yet the eame Greek Church, so particular 
in the pedigree of the Holy Ghost, does not hesitate to vencrate and worship 
atl sorte of pictures the same as the Roman, and thivks that it has kept the 
decalogue when abstaining from praying to statues or graven images. Further

impracticable scheme of the conversion of the Jews, Indeed, the two ideas of 
restoration and conversion, so often united in the mind of the believer, are 
antagonistic and mutually destructive. For the converted Jew has no longer any 
reason to long for restoration, since his religious aspirations can be just as well 
gratified where he now is, and the Jew longing for restoration cannot but abhor 


the idea of conversion, since he craves for restoration, chiefly because he is 


anxious to fulfil the Law of Moses in all those particulars, which Christianity 
professes to have abolished.

Cranes, Mare-street, Hackney, touching the death of a Hungarian, named Munk 
Miksa. aged 23, who was stated to have committed suicide, | 

Mr. L. W. Karamelli, of Worship-street, interpreted the evideuce of Sandor 
Thivesey, who said that the deceased was a- merchant in his own country, 
Hungary, but, business being bad, he came here and learned the printing trade. 
After he had been in this country some time he made acqaintance of a number 
of ladies and others of strong religious tendencies, and they persuaded him to 
change his religien. He had always been in good spirits up ull a month ago 
and witness had assisted him with money for the purpose of his business. 
Latterly he had seemed depressed, and witness had heard that he had been 
promised by a society for converting the Jews that they would make him a 


_ present of a printing-press if he were baptised into the Christian faith, and assist 


him to print a Hebrew paper in Hungary. The society in Palestine-place, as 
he understood, gave him the printing-press, and he set himself up as a printer 
at 1, Bandon-place, Victoria Park.

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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 
MEETING AT BIRMINGHAM. | 


A Public Meeting in connection with the Birmingham Branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association was held on Sunday last in the Jewish Schools, adjoining the 
Synagogue, Singer's Hill. The Rev. G. J. Emanvet presided. A deputation 


owing to want of room, failed to gain admission, crowded the entrance-ball. 
The warmth and depth of interest evinced in the objects of the Association, and 


the enthusiasm with which the several speakers were received, exceeded, if 


possible, that shown at similar meetings held last weck at Manchester and 


Liverpool. One pleasing feature of the gathering was the presence of Mr. 
Chamberlain, M.P., who took the opportunity to express sympathy with the 
objects of the Association. The reception given to Baron de Worms was of a- 
very enthusiastic character—on all sides he was received with cordial senti-~ 


ments of esteem and respect. | 


THE CHAIRMAN, in opening the business of the meeting, detailed the history 
of the Birmingham branch of the Association, and explained the objects for 


which the meeting had been convened. Some eleven years ago, he endeavoured — 
to form a branch at Birmingham of the Alliance Israelite of Paris. In endeavour- 


ing to form such a branch they laboured under two very great difficulties. One 


was that, with the parent society in a foreign country, the funds that might be — 
collected would have to be administered by men who,though their position 


was of the very highest character, yet to those in Birmingham they would be for 
the most part strangers. The second difficulty was that, in consequence of the 
distance of the field of operations of the society, it was difficult to arouse any- 
thing like a lively and active interest in the objects of the Alliance. ‘hat 
Branch continued until the formation of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and they 
then ceased to be a branch of the Alliance, and became a branch of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association. (Applause.) Now it was hoped that a great accession of 


strength would immediately be derived from that step, for the fi st difficulty had — 


at once vanished. ‘Ihe funds that might be collected would be administered 
by men in London, who by their intelligence—he might say their wisdom—and 
their philanthropy would command their highest confidence. (Hear, hear.) Le 


spoke of such gentlemen as that good man who was no longer with them—he | 


meant the first president of the Association, Professor Waley—of such men as 
that doughty champion of Judaism, Sir Francis Goldsmid, and the distinguished 
men by whom he was surrounded. (Hear, hear.) They hoped that instantly on 
becoming a branch of the Association in London they should have a vast acces- 


sion of members. However, that hope proved to be fallacious, for, although one 


difficulty had been removed, the other and the greater difficulty still remained, 
namely, the distance of the field of operations of the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
They found that difficulty always cropping up. When they made repeated efforts 
at Canvassing, it was always said to them, or very frequently, * What is the 
Anglo-Jewish Association? What is it doing ? What are its objects? We 
know little or nothing about it. If it embraces objects of philauthropy in far 
distant parts of the world, there are in our own midst many occasions which will 
satisfy the most philanthropic aspirations.” They thought of a certain method 
by which they could thoroughly explain to all the members of their community 
what they had been doing—namely, to import a contingent of their oppressed 
coreligiouists in the East of Kurope, or the West of Asia, or the North of Africa. 
But that was rather a drastic movement, and they felt that it could not commend 
itself to their wisdom. There were many wanderers who came here, and though 
they did their very best to help them they had no desire to encourage such immi- 
gration, which was more likely to do harm than good.

_ away, he hoped never to return—ages of persecution in which the Jews had 
been subjected to all sorts of oppression and indignity—the public spirit 
amongst them, although dormant, had not, from the force of circum-— 
_ stances, power to develop itself. He thought the time had now arrived 
when, in most countries otf the world, the Jews were treated with that equality 
which he might say without fear of contradiction they deserved. In free 


England prejudice had passed away, d’sabilities had been removed, and the Jew, 
it he had the intelligence, the energy, and the perseverance, might justly aspire 
to fill the highes posts in the realm. ‘Lhat there were Jews amongst them who 
had talent and perseverance there were atriking examples to show. They were 
all proud of those men who, by force ef their own intelligence, and in spite of 
prejudice, had done more than any others to do away with that prejudice by 
showing that it was unfounded, and that they themselves were wortiy of the 
distinctions which they received. (Appian. The Conference at Paris, the

By the treaty of 1856 Roumania 
obtained her independence. How she had abused that independence was knowa 


to them all, aad how little appreciated the value of liberty which was accorded 


to her was shown by the fact that she only deprived others of that liberty 
which she had only just obtained. He should have thought that the gift of 
liberty was one so universal, ove which was the birthright of a man as much as 
the bright light of the sur or the air they breathed, that if it had not been 
latent in their breasts before they pcsse-sed it, they would when they had once 
obtained it, have granted it with overflowing hands to others, (App!ause.) Such, 
alas, was not the case, and it was one of the first duties of the Jews to represent 
before the Conference at Constantinople the fact that Roumaniv having had her 
independence granted to herin 1856, by the great Powers—a liberty which had been 


cemented by the noblest blood of the sons of England and France—the Powers — 


signatory to the treaty had clearly a right to say, “‘ You have abused that liberty 
which we have accorded to you. We now demand from you the rights which we 
havearight todemand.’ (Applause.) Inthe Convention of Parisin 1858 there was 
afurtherstipulation withregard to Roumania,in which it was-said that the Christian 
subjects were to be accorded exactly the same as other subjects, but the word 
“ Jews”? was unfortunately omitted ; and tle Roumanians, more shame to them, 


thought that an excuse to oppress the Jews, and oppressed them accordingly. 


With regard to Servia—Servia having been the focus of that dreadfal calamity 
which threatened to overwhelin Europe in a gencral war, had certainly a right 
to be dictated to by the Powers, more especially as it was a Power that had been 
beaten. Independently of any other question, she had been beaten, and 


certainly, if there was any value in retributive justice, she deserved it. | 
(Applause). They had heard it asserted that in Roumania the Jews were nut so: 


ill-treated. Was it necessary fcr him to recapitulate the facts, things which 


were matters of history—how in the Noyade of Galatz Jews were forced 


into the Danube at the point of the bayonet? how the synagogue at 
Bucharest was destroyed and compensation refused. Surely these were 
atrocities which, though committed in out-of-the-way places, still deserved 
that retribution which he believed they would receive at the hands of 
Europe. (Applause). Those atrocities in Roumania, though still and 


- quiet, and not involving great questions of importance to Europe generally, 


were, nevertheless, the proof that the fire in Roumania was. still latent, 
and that it only required an outburst of fanaticism and iguoranece to blow 
it into terrific flame, and annihilate the unfortunate Jews who were subjects 
there. It was now the moment for them to co-operate together and to show by 
their Association that there was unanimity among the Jews, that there was one 
kindred feeling as there was one kirdred race and religion, and that those who 


had the good fortune to live in times of prosperity, and where every creed was 


respected alike, would show by their support that tiey felt for their less fortunate 
brethren who were oppressed aod trammeilled by superstition and ignorance. 
Barou Worms then referred to the deputation which had waited upon Lord 
Derby. ‘The words which Lord Derby addressed to the deputation clearly 
established that, no matter what political party was at the head of the Govern- 
ment, Kngland and Englishmen would not tolerate persecution and oppression ; 
and that the first principle of their constitution, whether as respected the laws 
which governed their own country or their policy among other nations, was 
that, according to creed, there should be uo difference, but that all men should 
be equal before the law. 
Jews that they were in favour of the Turks as opposed to other nationalities, he 
could only repeat that the Jews had experienced more toleration at the haads of 
the Turks than at the hands of some other nations. He did not for a moment 
say that the lurks loved the Jews, but between tacit toleration and intolerance 
there was a great difference. ‘They had every reason to believe that the new 
Constitution which had been widely promulgated in Turkey was truly and really 
sincere. He did not wish to go into the political question, but it might be of 


importance to consider whether, if the Russian scheme were carried out, the Jews

Lord Derby fully concurred in the remarks expressed by the deputation as to 
the necessity of bringing before the Conference the condition of the Jews in 
Roumania, and of the provinces which might be converted into autonomous 
States. He hoped the present movement of the Jews would be the commence- 
ment of a bond of union amongst them, not only in England, but throughout 
the civilized world, and that they would succeed in showing that though they 
held to the religion of their fathers, they were none the less anxious to do their 
duty as citizens in the country where they dwelt. (Applause.) |

part—they were the Jews They were accustomed to think for themselves. 
They had no political leaders but those leaders whom the country regarded as 
ites leaders. Talk of Judaic sympathies—what were the sympathies that had 
aroused the indignation, and the energies, he might say, of the greater portion 
of the British nation on this Eastern Question, but the sympathy which Christian 
feels for Christian? And why should religious sympathies be confined to the 
Christian only, and be denied to the Jew? For his own part he looked forward 
to the time when the sympathies of creed would merge into the sympathies of 
man for his fellow-man. (Applause.) But that time had not yet come, and 
until it did it was not for those who cried aloud on the hill tops, in the 
open ways, in behalf of their suffering fellow-Christians in the East—to 
deny to the Jews that sympathy they naturally feel for the sufferers of 
their own race, the sons of the same ancestors, the inheritors of the same 
holy mission, The Jews asked what he ventured to put before the great 
Conference at St. James’s Hall, that whilst this country was seeking to demand 
guarantees from Turkey for the good treatment of its Christian subjects, we 


; should, when those Christian races had effected their own deliverance, require 


guarantees for the good treatment of their Jewish subjects. After remarking 
upon the treatment to which the Jews had been subjected in Roumania after 
that province had obtained its independence, in consequence of the omission in 
the Convention of 1858 to secure to the Jews equal rights to the Christians, 
Serjeant Simon said that blunder must not be committed again, and that 
waswhy the Jews were up and doing. They had it now from very high 
uarters that every endeavour would be used at Constantinople to see that the 
oe should not be omitted from any rights which might be granted to the 
Christian subjects of the Eastern provinces, and the Association had done a 


_ work for which humanity, as well as Judaisi, was indebted to them. Referring 
- to the outrages to which the Jews had been subject, he said they would find it 


on record, on the authority of official documents, that every crime committed by 
the Bashi-Bazovks in Bulgaria had been committed upon the Jews by men calling 
themselves by and degrading the name of Christian. In conclusion, Serjeant 
Simon eloquently appealed to his hearers to lay aside all merely communal 
considerations and petty jealousies, and to combine to seek the deliverance. of 
their suffering brethren everywhere by the means of which he had spoken in 
the early part of his speech.

Tur Memorial of the Jewish Conference of Paris has not yet been published, 


it not being etiquette to lay documents of this kind before the public previous 
to their presentation to those for whom they are intended. But as it has been 
submitted in the first instance to the Conference and afterwards to the 
several bodies by which the delegates were appointed, and as the contents 
have been shadowed forth in several papers, we can hardly conimit an 
indiscretion if we offer a few comments on the sketch with which we, as well 
ay our gontemporaries, have been favoured, 


The Memorial clearly falls into three parts. In the first place, it asks 
the powets represented in the Conference at Constantinople to secure to the 
Jews in the disturbed provinces of the Ottoman empire the same rights that 


: may be granted to the Christians, and to secure them in so explicit a manner 
_ 4s to render it impossible for any sophistry or ill-will to explain them away. It, 
secondly, calls attention to the Jewish disabilities in Servia demanding their | 


removal; and, thirdly, places in their true light the fierce persecutions of the 
Jews in Roumania; and in the interest of civil and religious liberty, in the 


guaranteeing Powers to interfere in behalf of those whose rights have been 
so cruelly violated in the Danubian Principalitics.

when it penetrates to the quick. The lamentations of four hundred families 
gradually expelled, are of course not as piercing as the wails of thirty 


thousand hunted about like wild beasts and deprived of the means of a 
livelihood. Still Servian intolerance has been productive of much misery to 
the Jews and has given rise to many and loud remonstrances, The persecu- 
tions commenced in 1861 when sixty families were expelled from the interior, 


These cruel scenes were repeated i in the spring of 1867 and in the month of 
In the year 1864 the Jews were expelled the | 


July in the following year. 
city of Chabatz, and when some of these disowned opened their shops under 


the ramparts of the fortress occupied by the Turks, the police were sent to 


take by force any commodities that might have been bought by the popula- 


tion in these shops declaring that these goods were smuggled, thus frightening 


away all customers. 


In December of the same year a Servian paper, the Svetovide, hurled 


such fierce calamnies against the Jews, that they begaa to tremble for their 
lives, especially as the government forbade this organ to accept from them 
in their defence articles which had been forwarded both from Paris and from 
Szegedin by the late Rabbi Low. These attacks soon began to bear fruit. 
Fanaticism spread among the population. Harmless Jews were murdered, 
and a young ewess‘was clandestinely abducted from her widowed mother 
and baptised despite the protests of the parent, the authorities in all cases 


pretending to punish the criminals, but in reality conniving at the crimes. 
By the end of the year 1873 the work of expulsion from the provincial towns 


had been completed. The Jewish population had melted down from two 


thousand to 1,000, all of them penned in at Belgrade, most of them ruined and 
many of them wandering about in the villages of the neighbouring Hungary, 
shelterless and penniless, in quest of a precarious livelihood. It was in vain 
that successive English representatives by direction of the government re- 
peatedly remonstrated against thesecruelties, admitted by Prince MicHakEL, the 
predecessor of the reigning Prince, himself. It was in vain that Sir Francis 
Go.psmip pleaded the cause of these unfortunate Jews in Parliament, proving 
from the official despatches that the victims of Servian intolerance had done 
nothing that should have brought on them these persecutions. The ministry 
and the Skupchina were inaccessible to any feeling of humanity. The 
former pretended to show some consideration to the schools of the Jews and 
their synagogue, and even to allow them to vote in the elections, but coolly 
cut off from them every honourable means by which they might -have 
maintained themselves. -Nay, these persecutions were carried so far that 
difficu'ties were even raised to a British subject who happened to be a Jew 
to establish himself at Shabatz; and it required the energetic interference of 
the Foreign Office to remove these obstacles, Such was the position of the 
Servian Jews when Servia magnanimously came forward as the champion of 
the oppressed Christians in Bosnia and Herzegovina, and did not hesitate 
to disturb the peace of Europe in order to vindicate the principle of civil and 
religious liberty which was grossly violated by the Turks. | 

Matters were carried with a still higher hand in the neighbouring 
Roumania, The persecutions commenced somewhat later. But the delay 
was amply made up by the fierceness of the persecutions, 
Roumanians added insult, to insult rapine and murder, 
was made in 1866, and Prince Cuartes can_ boast of the unenvi- 
able distinction that his reign ushered in the new era.. In that year 


/ the Chambers scemed disposed to introduce a clause in the Constitution — 


which might have facilitated Jewish emancipation at least in part, when a 
riot fomented by agitators broke out on June 30, followed by several others, 


which ended by the dispersion of the Chambers and the destruction of the 
newly-built splendid synagogue and the pillage of the old one, which was 
robbed of all its sacred vessels, and in which the Scrolls of the Law were.

gation of the damage done, either from the State or the City, with theexception 


of some trifling sum paid by the Prince out of his own purse.

Minister. Two months afterwards, ten Jews were tossed backwards and for- 
wards on the Danube between Turkey and Roumania, until at last they were 
thrown into the river by Roumanian soldiers, and three of them were left to 
drown under the very eyes of these good Christians. The Roumanian 
Government, far from punishing these murders, simply denied the crime, 
although testified to by all European consuls. In October of the same year 


fresh expulsions were most cruelly carried out in numerous districts all over 


Simultaneously with these scenes of violence, there were committed by 


the authorities in several cities various acts of petty vexation, the only object’ 


of which was to annoy and distress the Jews. Thus at Berlad they were forbidden 


to kill animals for food m accordance with their religious rites; at Roman _ 


they were prevented on the Feast of Tabernacles erecting booths; while at 
Calarash the terrible blood-accusations were revived. Similar scenes have 
continued ever since, varied by false accusation of’ murders, and the ensuing 


riots by the mob encouraged by the authorities, imprisonment of the innocent. 


and attacks on their houses, such as at Varnav, where the Jews were charged 


Jew was accused of having mixed arsenic in the flour sold to a Christian, the 
consequence of which false charge was a riot and wholesale expulsion. In 


the same year, in the month of March, five hundred families were expelled 
in the district of Bacau, and the National] Guard of that city fired on the unoffend_ 


ing Jewish fellow-citizens, Expulsions en masse continued throughout the 
year 1869. The atrocities, however, seemed tu have somewhat relaxed in 


the years 1870 and 1871. Bet the following year made up for it. A 


baptised Russian Jew, a deserter from the army, having committed a theft 
in a church of Ismail, terrible riots against the Jews, attended with great 
sufferings and losses to them, broke out at Ismail, Cahoul and Vileov. The 
rioters were all acquitted, while a Jew, who, in defending himself against 
the fanatics, had slightly wounded one of them, was found guilty. 

But as the Consuls energetically protested against these atrocities, 
which were, moreover, loudly reprobated in the House of Commons, under 
whose notice these crimes were brought by Sir Francis Gotpsmip, the 


astute Roumanians had recourse to other expedients in order to crush and 


demoralise the innocent Jews. The Legislature passed a series of laws, the 
object which was to drive the Jews from the country into the towns, from 
the towns again into the country, to deprive them of every means of obtaining 
an honorable livelihood, to ruin them materially and spiritually, and thus to 
bring them under the category of vagabonds, and then to apply to them as 
By these laws the Jews are 
forbidden to acquire any landed property, especially in the villages, to take 
on lease any farm, to keep an hotel or public-house, to trade in spirituous 
liquors, in tobacco, or even to be emp'oyed in it by Christians, to hold any 
public office, whether municipal or governmental, to plead at. the bar, or 
even to give a vote at any election, and very recently to act as brokers. 
But on the other hand, they are obliged to serve in the army, bat not 
permitted to advance in the ranks. | 

All these persecutions are, of course, in a most succinct form adum- 
brated in the Memorial, It remains to be seen in how far the Great Powers 


will entertain the prayers embodied in the Memorial, and what means. they 


may devise for redressing these woeful wrongs. Surely, a Conference con- 
vened in order to vindicate the cause of the Christians cruelly oppressed: in 
consequence of their religion by Mahometan fanaticism, cannot refuse to 
redress the crying wrongs inflicted by fanatic Christians on Jews, simply on 
religi-us grounds, without laying itself open to the charge that its respect 
for civil and religious liberty, in the sacred name of which it coerces Turkey, 
is a mere mockery, and that Christianity is not a whit better than Islam.

THE JEWS IN MOLDAVIA. | 


The Pesth correspondent of the Daily News forwards to that journal the 
following telegram dated Pesth Monday night: : 
“A Bucharest telegram published by the Pesther Lloyd states that hundreds 


of Jewish families have been turned out of house and home in the Moldavian ; 
‘district of Baslui. The order, which was signed by the Mayor, is as follows: 


‘All Jews are to leave the place within three days’ This almost unheard-of 
outrage on the part of the authorities, perpetrated as it is in mid-winter, hag 
naturally caused a great deal of suffering, and many of the unfortanate people 
have died of cold and hunger. All applications made to the authorities at 
Bucharest remain unanswered.”

At the Ministry no one will listen to 
them, but the Austrian Consul is doing all in his power to alleviate their suffer- 
ing. Many of the families are Austrian subjects.” |

Wednesday night, says :— “It is very probable that the Austrian Government: 


will take serious steps with regard to the alleged ill-treatment of the Jews in: 
Roumania.” 


he Daily News makes the following comment upon the first telegram: 
of its correspondent: — 


“Our correspondent in Pesth sends us a telegram published by the Pest/ie 
Lloyd to the effect that in a district of Moldavia hundreds of Jewish families 
have been turned out of house and home. The order of the local authorities,. or 
what professes to be a copy of it is given. ‘the Mayor of the district announces. 
tnat ‘All Jews are to leave the place within three days,’ and this order is said to 


‘have been enforced, although the severity of the winter caused suff ring un- 


speakable to all whom it affected, and death from cold aud hunger to some of 
them. This outrage on the part of the authorities is described as ‘almost 
unprecedented.” We cannot remember that anything quite so wantonly 
cruel was ever done to the Jews as a community, even when Queen 
Isabella, under the advice of her priestly counsellors, was driving them 
out of Spain. We would fain hope that there is some strange error in 
the statement. which our correspondent transmits, but for which he does 
net in any way vouch. Moldavia is part of a Principality which is 
strictly the creation of the Great European Powers. It came ifto existence 
in modern days, and with all the benefits of civilization’s accumulated ex. 
periences, It has not any of the excuses which might be pleaded for Isabella 
of Castile, or for our own King John. Undoubtedly during a great part of its 
short existence it won a repute for persecutiug and harrying Jews, But it is. 
now under the governmeut of a civilized Prince, belonging to a State which is. 
used to boast that it never knew religlous persecution. Can it be possible that 
such things are occurring in his time? If it be possible and be true, which we: 


own that we cannot yet believe, is it not needful that the Powers which made 


the Principality should protest against such a misuse of the ‘ administrative 
autonomy ’ which they conferred ?”

THE OTTOMAN CONSTITUTION, 

The text of this Constitution has now reached the West. For the Jews the 
following Articles are the most iuteresting : 

Article 41.—Islamism is the state religion. But while honouring this 
principle the State will protect the exercise ot ali faiths professed in the Empire, 
and upiold the religious privileges grauted to various bodies on condition of 
public order and morality not being interfered with. 

Article 15,—Education is free. Kvery Ottoman can attend public or private 
instruction ov condition of conforming to the law. | 
Article 16.—All schools are under state supervision. Proper means will be 
devised for harmonising and regulatiug the instruction given to all the Ottomans, 
but without interfering with the religious education of the various districts. 

Article 17.—AlIl Ottomans are equal in the eyes of the law. They have the 


same rights and owe the same duties towards their country without prejudice to — 


what concerns religion. 


Article 18.—Eligibility to public offices is conditional on a knowledge of | 


‘Turkish, which is the official language of the State. ’ 
Article 19.—A!l Ottomans are adinitted to public offices according to their 

. inclination, merit aud ability. | 
Article 62 distinctly declares a grand rabbi eligible for the office of senator. 
Article 114.—Primary education will be obligatory’ on all Ottomans. The 
details of application will be fixed by special law. | | :

It is gratifying to see in what friendly and even sympathetic tone many 


- papers, and among these some of the most influential, have noticed the Jewish 


Conference, the memorial prepared by it, and the deputation which waited upon 
Lord Derby. The predictions ventured in this respect in these columns have 
thus been completely fulfilled. When we advocated the Conference we distinctly 


_ pointed out that one of the advantages to be derived from it would be the 
publicity which would thereby be given to the wishes of the Jews in connection 


with the Eastern Question, to the special attention which thereby would be 
drawn to them, and to the influence thus exercised upon public opinion. This 
object has been fully attained. Many provincial and nearly all metropolitan 
daily and weekly political papers have referred to the movement, some very fully 
and others only incidentally. We cannot notice them all. A few however we 
will mention. The Times had a leading article on the subject conceived in a most 
benevolent spirit ; so had the Standard and the Pall Mall Gazette, from which 
we make the following extracts : 


“The Times remarks that the Jewish deputation to Lord Derby may 


_ opportunely remind the public that our duty will not be done in the Kast when 
we have obtained guarantees for the equal treatment. of Christians at the hands. 
of the Turks. It will be a not less imperative duty to obtain equal treatment 
for Jews, and perhaps for Turks, at the hands of Christians. The extent of 


toleration for a Turk of which a province of autonomeus Eastern Christians 


might be capable remains to be proved, sinve the few Turks there were in Servia 
| But we have 
now abundant evidence of that which the emancipated provinces of Turkey 
deem a Christian policy towards Jews. The memorial presented to Lord Derby 


contained a recital of a variety of outrages of the grossest kind which within the 


last few years have been perpetrated upon the Jews in the Danubian Princi- 
palities. There could hardly be stronger proof of the backwardness of these 
provinces than that there should thus prevail in them, notwithstanding their 
claim to be admitted within the comity of modern civilisation, the same 


intolerance towards the Jews which was the disgrace of Europe in its darkest 


ages. It is to be observed that the ill-treatment in question is by no means 
confined to outbreaks of popular fanaticism. It is, in some of its most cruel 
characteristics, legal and systematic. It would seem, in fact, as if the very 
notion of complete equality before the law had as yet to be introduced alike 
among the Christian and among the Mahommedan populations of the Turkish 
Empire. There is doubtless the greater capacity for improvement among the 
Christian races. But as yet it is only a capacity, and it must be our main 
endeavour everywhere to promote the establishment of a firm system of civil 

“The Standard says the memorial of the Anglo-Jewish Association furnishes 
a bitter commentary on the one-sided agitation carried on against the Turks in 
this country. Init we have evidence that the atrocities of which the Turks 
were guilty in Bulgaria differ only in quantity from outrages continually 
practised on their Jewish neighbours by the Christians of Roumania and fervia. 
It is incumbent, therefore, on the Great Powers to be careful how they give an 
impetus to this persecuting spirit, or, by removing from the subject Christians 


the restraints which now prevent them from falling upon their Mahommedan — 
_ fellow-countrymen, place them in a position to become oppressors in turn.” 


The Oriental Star, which is the organ of the League in aid of the Christians 
in Turkey, in a lengthy friendly article likewise noticed the deputation which 
waited on Lord Derby and concludes with these remarks: “In the spirit of this 
remark is the germ of civil and religious liberty, and the true basis of the only 
adjustment of the Eastern Question that will be permanent. Words like these, 
so unambiguous avd so emphatic, cannot fall idly on the world. They will be 


treasured up in many a remote corner of the globe ; they will sink deeper into - 


the hearts of the framers of contemporaneous history, and will form the key- 
note of many a liberal and enlightened measure. We congratulate the Jews 
that these words have beec placed on record for their benefit ; and we further 
endorse the recommendation of Lord Derby, that the Association which is 


charged with watching over the interests of the Jewish community should 


constantly appealto the wider and more influential tribunal of public opinion.” 

But we should not be in free England were the opposite view not likewise 
to find expression. “The devil’s advocate” in this case is the Echo. In a 
spiteful and most illogical article published by it on the 28th ult. it flounders 


about in the mire, bespatters all those that come near, and splashes it over the 
Jewish people, begriming them from the top of the head to the sole of the foot. . 
_A correspoudent who calls our attention to the nasty stuff writes: “1 do not 
think that a column and a half of arrogant intolerance and lying statements 


should be quietly passed over without some comments.”

would squirt poison if the fangs were not torn out. Such scribblers it is best 


- to leave to themselves. They save opponents the trouble of analysing their 


contents and to show how they write themselves down. They are disowned 


by the very party they pretend to serve. Neither Mr. Gladstone nor Mr. Bright 
would admit that such stuff expresses their sentiments. It is however different — 
_ with such a thoughtful, high-minded and intellectual organ as is the Spectator. 


Any utterance by such a paper carries weight and therefore deserves consider- 
ation. The Spectator in noticing the deputation which waited upon Lord Derby 


expresses itself thus: | 


“ The Anglo-Jewish Association has waited upon Lord Derby, to point out 
that the sufferings of the Jews in Roumania date from the emancipation of that 
country from Mahommedan rule, to quote some striking instances of persecution, 


- particularly the “noyades de Galatz” in 1867, and to urge that Jews should 


share in any advantages secured to Christians from the Porte. Lord Derby in 
reply admitted the persecutions, and promised that he would support no measures 
of admistrative reform which did not apply to all non-Mussulman subjects. 
There can be no doubt that the Jews have a case in Roumania, and in 
Russia too, and that they ought to receive the protection which we should 
have thought their own capitalists could have extorted from the Governments. 
At the same time, they must remember that the passionate devotion to 
the ‘lurks manifested in their newspapers, in their speeches, and in their politics 
in this crisis, is not likely to be a recommendation to the Christians from whom 


they are asking justice. They claim in Roumania for themselves preciselY 
what they refuse ia Bulgaria to the Christians.” | 

It is the last part of this notice with which we find fault. We really cannot 
see that there exists any ‘“ passionate devotion to the Turks,” either in Jewish 
newspapers or speeches.

Eagien*s Policy in the East. By Baron HeEvry pe Worms. (Chapman and 
Hall). 

If ihe Eastern Question were as generally understood as the phrase is 
familiar to everybo ly, there would be much less difference of opinion on tlie 
subject, as there now exists. We should then no more hear of Slavophils and 
Turcophils, but only of Angloptils. It would then be generally understood 
that thuse who oppose the desigis which ineditate the destruction of the Otto- 
man Empire, are not actuated by either any special love for the Turk, or any 
special hatred to the Slav, but by a love for their own country and its interests, 
which they conceive would be more than endangered—not if the Christiavs in 
Turkey were relieved from the oppression under which they groan, bat if this 
work were’ accomplished by Russia. Their motto is Timeo Danaos et dona 
ferentes. They mistrust the disinterestedness of Russia, whose antecedents by 
no means justify the confidence reposed in her honour by the other party. The 
so-calledjphilo Turks are just as anxious as their opponents for the relief of the 
Christians in the Ottoman dominions, only they wish to see this accomplished 
by means that would not undermine the Turkis Empire, and thus pave the 
way forevils much greater than those which brought on the present crisis. All 


this our author lucidly shows. 


“The Eastern Question,” its ramifications, its wide bearings, not only upon 
England, but upon the whole civilised world, the complication to which a violent 
solution.must give rise, as well as the disastrous consequences that must ensue, 
should Russia be permitted to get in the thin end of the wedge by occupying 
Bulgaria—these subjects and all others connected with it have found in our author 
‘an able expositor. 
Bulgaria be invaded by Russia, does not seem sufficient to the Baron to avert the 
dreaded mischief. He would rather see the invasion of Bulgaria altogether 
prevented, and for this purpose counsels an alliance between England and 
Austria, which is as much interested in keeping Russia on the other side of the 
Danube as ourselves ; and if needs there be, even an alliance with Turkey 
should not be shunned, should this become necesary for the accomplishment of 
the common purpose,

in allegiance to their Sovereign and obedience to the Roman Catholic religion, 
which certainly has little sympathy with the schisinatics of the Muscovite 
Empire.

THE PROJECTED JEWISH SCHOOL IN OLD FORD. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sik,—In your impression of the 24th November, you did me the honor to 


insert a letter written by me on the subject of the proposed establishment of a 


Jewish School in Old Ford; In that communication I pointe ! out the inadvisa- 
bility of calling into existence another distinct educational establishment which 


would necessarily compete with other already existing communal institutions in 


obtaining funds towards its support. I, therefore, suggested to the projectors of 


t ec scheme the expediency of entering into negotiations with the School Board — 


with the view of arrangements being made for the reception of Jewish children 
at the Board School in the neighbourhood similar to that which has met with so 
much success in Old Castle Street. | ae | 
As apparently my suggestion has been treated with indifference, I presume 
that it was found inexpedieut or impracticable to give my idea practical effect. 


[ therefore venture—undismayed by my former non-success—to throw out a 


further suggestion. 
I beg to point out the advisability of the members of the provisional com- 


mittee, which has been formed, placing themselves in communication with the 


Committee of the Jews’ Free School with the view of trying to induce the 
managers of that vast educational establishment to open a Branch School in the 
far East of London. 
There can be no doubt but that the Jews belonging to the industrial and 
the humbler middle classes—similar to those ina higher sphere of life—are more 
widely dispersing themselves over London than has hitherto been the case. The 
contemplated sweeping improvements in the district in which the poorer class 
of Jews principally dwell will cause a still wider dispersion. However much 
immediate discomfort and loss this may entail, nought bat permanent advantage 
to those immediately concerned and to the community at large can ensue. It is 
unnecessary for me to point out or to comment upon the evils consequent upon 
our poor huddling together in the close, narrow, pestilential courts and alleys in 
and around Middlesex Street, by which that favonred—but ill-flavoured— 
thoroughfare has been virtually turned into a voluntary Ghetto, Those with 
strong Jewish feeling and intense religious sentiments are found to cling per- 
sistently to this quarter. An important factor in inducing these to spread them- 
selves more widely abroad would be the opening of a branch of the Jews’ Free 
School in the far East. Stepney Jewish School is, virtually, a widdle class 
school, and is already overcrowded. There need therefore be no apprehension 
that such a Branch would enter into rivalry with that establishment. 
| [ hope that those interested in the movement will put this crude suggestion 
to a practical test.—Yours obiently, | A.

He 
was happy to hand the society a contribution of £5, and trusted that others in 
the community would follow his example. The meeting then dispersed, not, 
however, before several new members had been enrolled, and others had promised 
to raise, and even double their weekly or quarterly contributions.
